MODELED AFTER KERRY BOAT 


Will Be Entered in Southern

Louis Jenks, of the Arctic Ice and 
Fuel company, is preparing to grab 
all the m otorboat and sped records 
in this vicinity w ith the new 67 foot 
racing boat th a t he has constructed.

advisability of boards requiring their 
teachers to make reasonable profes­ 
sional preparation 
before 
entering 
the calling. Since efficient rural su­ 
pervision on the part of the county 
superintendent is out of the question 
while he must have so many other 
duties, and since the members 
of 
school boards are busy men of 
af­ 
fairs, laying no claim to being edu­ 
cational experts; and 
since normal 
schools and others for the profession­ 
al training of teachers are so nu­ 
merous in this state as to be easily 
accessible to every one who wishes 
to teach, there is great reason for de­ 
manding that teachers fortify them­ 
selves as fully as possible against the 
day of their need when in a district 
alone by all the help that may come 
from a study of the growing child 
mind, methods and a history of edu­ 
cational ideals and practices, from 
the observation of actual teaching by 
skillful teachers, and finally from 
practice teaching itself under per­ 
sistent, intelligent and sympathetic 
supervision. 
Such a course must surely give 
confidence to the teacher entering a 
district school, It must give him pre­ 
cision and perspective, and must less­ 
en the experimenting, and make more 
dynamic every act the young teacher 
performs.
